Congressman Philip E. Kuppe (IM loujrhton) was 
asked on a visit to the Upper Peninsula last week about 
the prospects for national legislation as lie now views it 
at the beginning of the Congress session, lie said that 
there are huge national pressures for control of crime 
and of rioting. 
President Johnson touched on this in his State of 
the I’nion message last week and the mere mention of 
it drew the largest applause from his congressional au­ 
dience. 
“The people are worried about safety in the streets,” 
said Kuppe. ‘‘Crime is increasing at some such fantastic 
rate as 30 per cent a year in Washington, and now riot­ 
ing in the streets is extending the problem.

“ I support the President.” said Ruppe in his reha­ 
bilitation and education program (as an attack on the 
source of the problem and not just a police method ef­ 
fort to control it) but where lie aims at the big cities. I 
would make it available wherever the need exists. We 
couldn’t have a better program to cope with this p ro b ­ 
lem. 
“And I am in unison with the President in seeking 
a partnership with private industry in this effort, be­ 
cause industry can absorb tile trainees later as em­ 
ployes.” 
Ruppe is concerned that the federal government’s 
effo rts iii dealing with poverty, a root source of disorders 
and crime, are aimed so largely at the big cities. There 
the problems are getting most attention because of dis­ 
orders and high crime rates. Detroit is an example. 
Ruppe is co-sponsoring in the House a bill passed in 
the last session in the Senate under the leadership of 
Karl Mundt (R-South Dakota) for the creation of a bi­ 
partisan commission on balanced development (between 
urban and rural areas).

“Economic growth.” said Ruppe “tends to be in the 
cities, but it hasn’t solved their problems. They have 
slums, crime, poverty, pollution, transportation nrol)- 
lems and many others. The federal government is direct­ 
ing its efforts to solving poverty in these situations, 
but — just because rural people aren’t shooting police­ 
men and burning dow n neigh borhoods it doesn’t mean 
that they don’t have poverty, too. 
“I want to see some government expenditures to cure 
poverty in the rural areas like the Upper Peninsula: in 
the award of defense contracts to such areas to help 
their economies. The whole country would be better off 
if we had an economy balanced between urban and rural 
communities. I want to be sure that we’re having a good 
look at the rest of the country when we’re legislating on 
the relief of poverty.” 
* 
* 
* 
The attack upon rural poverty is difficult inherently 
because rural people show’ a strong will for self-survival 
and they stay on the land and make-do with very little 
income, while their city cousins form soup lines and 
bring heavy political pressures to force government res­ 
cue. It is difficult even to identify the rural poor in some 
situations because of their willingness to try to survive 
on their own efforts. 
Areas like tile Upper Peninsula often get govern­ 
ment aid programs which were written to help big city 
impoverished. Rending them into usefulness in the I . P. 
takes some doing. 
A big concern of planning for Hie relief of poverty 
In the th P. is not the mere survival of our people — 
that isn't involved — but the training of oui* people for 
modern methods of making a living and providing an 
opportunity for them to do it when they acquire job 
skills. 
*

* 
At present, only industry can provide jobs on a big 
scale, so any partnership between industry and govern­ 
ment to train and employ the unemployed is doubly use­ 
ful. It ends dependency upon government for support 
for these people and it makes them producers. 
George Rusch of UPCAP tells a story of an Indian 
leader in Chippewa County who says that, if the Negroes 
can get all the attention and aid that they got with mis­ 
behavior in Hie cities it’s time for the Indians to put on 
warpaint and start burning so they can get some of 
Hie rewards of bad behavior too, orderly protest having 
availed them nothing. The suggestion is facetious, but it 
points a harsh truth. 
Congress is increasingly oriented toward the big 
cities in dispensing federal aids. We ruralites have got 
to come out of the forests with our muskets to remind 
Congress that we have needs, too.

Slave Revo/f Novelly Popular 
Racism s Origin In 
Slavery Is Recalled

For .several weeks the most 
tcilked-about novel in the Unit­ 
ea States has been a startling 
book entitled “The Confessions 
of Nat Turner” by 
William 
Stvron. 
As 
nearly 
everyone 
knows, it is a fictionalized ac­ 
count of the only slave upris­ 
ing in the history of the United 
States. 
That event, occurring in the 
late summer of 1831 
in the 
Tidewater country of Virginia, 
is accorded no more than a 
footnote in most histories of 
this nation. It was a mad ven­ 
ture doomed to failure, but be­ 
fore it had run its course the 
rebellious slaves, led by Nat 
Turner, had brutally m urder­ 
ed 55 whites. 
No more than 75 slaves had 
taken a part in the revolt, but 
more than 200 Negroes, most 
of them innocent, were slain in 
reprisal. Ironically, many slaves 
fought side by side with their 
m asters against Nat Turner's 
forces, completely crippling his 
hopes of success. 
First Person Story 
Out of this almost forgotten 
ordeal, Styron has fashioned a 
daring novel. He has taken an 
(obscure 
figure 
in 
American 
history and given him a new 
lite and character that readers 
are not likely soon to forget. 
Styron 
has 
brought 
Nat 
Tum or to life by boldly telling 
his story in the first person. 
The reader thus sees slavery 
through the eyes of a slave. 
Mesmerized by Styron’s narra­ 
tive skill, he not only sees 
slavery, he hears and smells 
and feels slavery. And he is 
h a u n t e d 
by 
tile 
horrible 
thought of it. 
Consider this powerful pass­ 
age, one of scores of bitter de­ 
scriptions of what we euphem­ 
istically refer to as the “insti­ 
tution of slavery.” Nat Turner 


is telling of his first encounter 
with a new master: 


Quote From Novel 


“Like the hunger, I had nev­ 
er felt a whip before, and tile 
pain of it when it came, coiling 
around the side af my neck 
like 
a 
firesnake, 
blossomed 
throughout the hollow of my 
skull in an explosion of light.

Styron, in his author's note 
in “Confessions,” says that his 
goal in writing the novel was 
to try to re-create a man and 
his era. He has been em inent­ 
ly successful in his reconstruc­ 
tion of both. 
Although tile author denies 
any intention of using his story 
to im p an a moral, it is inevit­ 
able that tile chronicle of Nat 
Turner be viewed in terms of 
today’s Negro-white dilemma. 
The reader can scarcely help 
but draw a parallel between 
the Negro in plantation slavery 
and the Negro in ghetto thrall. 
Nat Turner cannot explain 
that parallel, but perhaps he 
can help us understand it. He 
calls to us across the ages. We 
ignore him at our peril.
